The feedline of an end-fed Zepp radiates like crazy. This is good when 
dangled from a Zeppelin since the feedline is the highest point on the 
antenna. Not so good for ground-mounted antennas. If you like feedline 
radiation and RF-in-the-shack, this is a great antenna. My advice, after 
47 years of experience is to go with a balanced/counter-poised antenna. 
IMO, the grief generated by a dead-end transmission line conductor is 


just not worth it.

They list two Benchmarg Microelectronics chips, a bq2902 and a bq2903 as 
the heart of charging systems. I haven't looked into finding the chips, 
but these pages are at least a start. They even provide a schematic. 


There is also a wealth of other information at the Rayovac site in their 
OEM section. 


FWIW, Rayovac is one of 2 licensees of the rechargeable alkaline 
technology, tho I forget the name of the other company. I think they 
primarily have selling rights in Canada. The patent-holding company 
(forgot their name, too, but they did have a pretty good web page) is also 
Canadian. 


I, too, have also thought about making a separate charger, with power input 
directly from a PV panel. The poor performance of the Renewals in my 
TH-G71A slowed my interest in pursuing this for the moment. I haven't 
tried them for my Sierra, yet, so I don't know how they'll perform on a 2W 
CW duty cycle. 


Included in Rayovac's info on the Renewals is the statement that they are 
not designed (probably due to chemical composition) for quick, high current 
draw. They'll fail quickly in this regard. They work far better at low to 
moderate current draw, whether steady state or intermittent. 


Just don't let them discharge too far - unlike NiCads, they'll quickly die 


if allowed to have this happen to them too often. 


Hope this helps.

I forgot one thing: unless they've added the info since last fall when I 
lasted looked into the matter, Rayovac only included info on AA-size on 
their OEM web site. If anyone's interested, I've gotten info for C and 
D-sized cells from Rayovac: the basic physical data (size, weight, etc.), 
closed circuit voltage v. service-life hours graph, and service life-hours 
v. # of cycles graph. I can scan them in and send as attachments to anyone 
interested in playing with this size as well.

Having been told by several list members that my dipole in the attic idea 
may not be the best thing and that I really should try to get the antenna 
outside. So.... I've been thinking a bit about this today and I have another 
idea and would like to see if my idea might work. As I mentioned earlier, my 
XYL is not exactly thrilled with the idea of lots of antennas and wires 
strung up everywhere, so to 'keep the peace' I try and be as covert as 
possible. She thinks the copper pipe J-pole is just another type of vent 
pipe <grin>. What if I got some insulators (pvc, fiberglass or other 
material) and used the on the ridge of my roof on the outside and sturng the 
dipole between them. The dipole would olny be 3 or 4 inches above the roof 
and unless you really looked extremely hard you would never notice it. The 
fact that it was unobtrusive would keep my XYL happy and it would make me 
happy because it would be outside instead of in the attic underneath all of 
the asphalt shingles and plywood. My question is, will this work? By the 
way, my house literally sits on top of a small mountain. I'm not sure of the 
elevation but it's been great for my satellite work. I have a clear view in 
almost every direction.

FYBO didn't quite turn out how I expected. Conditions, at least early-on 
were quite bad here in Ottawa. I only had a couple of hours to participate 
so 

I had planned to get on the air at 15:00Z on Saturday from 

my car using my Argo 556, LDG autotuner and a 9ft whip. 

I got setup according to schedule, but the bands were in bad shape. 

Both and 10 and 20m were pretty much dead around the QRP frequencies. 

Lots of QSB. I tried 40m only to come to the realization that 

the VT QSO Party was also using 7040khz as their calling frequency. If there 
were any folks calling CQ FYBO I couldn't hear them. So, I did the only 
thing I could 

under the circumstances, worked a few VT folks and headed home 

with very cold feet (forgot to wear my heavy boots and it got down to low 
40s F in my car). 


I did manage to sneak back into the shack later in the day and worked a few 
stations (5) on 20M. I heard some strong signals but experienced some 
serious fading. 

So, not a complete skunk, at least I gave away a VE3 multiplier for a few 
folks. 


Lessons learned : 


Test out everything before you hit the field. (ie Murphy wears long undies 


and isn't frightened away by the cold). 

I pitty my first VT contact. Had some problems with spacing on my "field" 
paddles and barely managed to send my call correctly on the first QSO. 

He must have thought it was my first day with a keyer! Quite a 

surprise to me when I touched the paddle and was greeted by an unending 
stream of dits ;-) 


I wired up a cigarette lighter plug for the Argo the night before and had to 
put a fuse in the holder. I thought I had a 3 1/2 amp fuse, but realized 
later 

when playing with the radio in the shack (and blowing the fuse) that 

the package actually said (3) 11/2 A fuses. Fortunately I figured this out 
at home.

This is in response to a post from W. Phinizy regarding the NwW8020 from 
Dan's. I bought one of Dan's $50 radios for 40 meters about a year ago. 


I'm happy with it, but it's definitely not a kit for a beginner. The main 
problem was that the silk screen on the board had several errors, and some 
of the parts are not well marked. If you follow the manual closely as well 
as the schematic, you'll do OK. If you've never put a kit together, you 
might want to spend slightly more on a better quality kit, such as from OHR 
or Small Wonder Labs. You get what you pay for. If you buy it and you 
have problems, ask for help. 


Mine has ~200 KHz and a +/- KHz RIT, but no AGC. Get the optional audio 
filter, the rig has a lot of high frequency hiss without it. Right now I 
use a homebrew DSP filter. 


At one time my entire station, including antenna, tuner, keyer, and paddle 
cost me less than $100, but I'm well beyond that now to ~$200. Good luck,

So far I have spent 15 hours working on my Elecraft K2 beta test kit. 
I have not been rushing this thing as this kit has lots of parts and 
the board is double sided. If you solder in a part in the wrong 
place, a lot of time is needed to rectify the problem. So far, I have 
not put any of the parts in the wrong place and all has gone 

smoothly. This rig looks like a Swiss watch inside. My boards are now 
mounted in the cabinet. The cabinet is the most precision cabinet I 
have ever seen for any rig. It is made up of many parts yet, I swear, 
it would almost hold water without leaking. The cabinet is a piece of 
art. All the buttons, knobs, plugs, jacks, dial, meter, standoffs, 
cabinet, interface together very well. All the screws fit the mating 
surfaces perfectly. The mechanical engineering on this rig is 
awesome. Tomorrow, I conduct my first electrical tests. These tests 
checks out the microprocessor circuits in the rig as the rig uses it's 
own on board computer located on a microprocessor board just behind 
the front panel board. I am now just starting to stuff the main RF 
board. As you build up the main RF board you also run tests on each 
section as you go. For the first time, I have been using Kester 
245 NO CLEAN solder with 2% silver and .031 diameter. I got it at 
Mouser. It's part number is 533-24-7150-8800. A pound of it costs 
$19.76. Up until now, I have been using Kester 44. I always felt it 
neccessary to de flux with Kester 44. Now that I have been using 
Kester 245, I find it not neccessary to do this. The K2 has lots of 
parts very close together. Trying to de flux a board like this would 
be a handful. I find, in most cases, Kester 245 does not require any 
de fluxing. Where I find it helpful, I use a little alcohol ona 
Q-tip. Not much of this is neccessary. I was told Kester 245 does 
not wet as well as Kester 44. I do not find this to be true. I find 
soldering just as easy with this Kester 245 as with Kester 44. Kester 
245 has me spoiled. I don't think I will ever again use Kester 44 
again. It sure makes soldering the K2 easier and my boards look 
beautiful!

I'm sure it must be no secret how busy a bunch of NorCal people have 
been lately with NC-20's and other activities. In fact, I am amazed 
at how much effort a handful of people put into making this a better 
hobby for us all between NorCal, the NJ QRP gang (Fireballs, Rainbow 
Tuners & AtlantiCon), the AZ ScQRPions (FYBO & Ft. Tuthill) and the 
host of rising regional clubs. And of course the commercial debut of 
the K2, all allowing QRP to grow and offer more and more fun. 


The NC-20 kit was truly a huge effort far beyond what was first 
conceived, and thus took literally hundreds of hours by many 
individuals to make it the quality rig that it is (BTW - I haven't 
received mine yet Doug, inspite of slipping you that $20 at PacifiCon!) 
Needless-to-say, that has made a few things slip, including the Winter 
QRPp. But it's now just about done and ready for the printer. 


WINTER QRPp/2N2 ISSUE will be another very special construction issue 
featuring Jim Korge's, K8IQY award winning 2N2/40 rig. Jim has 
written an excellent article, breaking the 2N2222-only-rig into 
sections, with each section containing detailed Circuit Analysis, 
step-by-step construction instructions, and testing procedures as you 
go along. I have been working with Jim pretty intensely over the past 
6 weeks in doing all the illustrations. The final product, I believe, 
is a first for QRP, if not homebrewing itself. The rig is broken down 
to approximately 2x3 inch "footprint" areas, with detailed assembly 
drawings (14 total) on how to build it literally STEP-BY-STEP. Every 
2N2222, crystal, resistor, capacitor and diode is fully illustrated so 
everyone with a soldering iron can build a very good performing rig 
FROM SCRATCH by just following the illustrations. Every toroid has a 
separate, detailed drawing. The entire rig is built on a 5x7 piece of 


copper clad using the "pad" technique, also fully illustrated on how to 
make the pads, glue them in place, etc. Plus, there are spectrum 
analyzer and oscope waveforms included plotted from Jim's 2N2/40 that 
supplements the circuit tutorials and testing sections. This portion 
is 48 pages. 


Preston Douglas, WJ1V, has also built Jim's 2N2/40 just from the 
schematic (before I finished the illustrations) and ended up with a 

rig of virtually the same performance specifications. Preston has also 
written an article on how he built his, how he did things, and to give 
another perspective and approach to building the 2N2/40 that is a 
valuable addition in itself, including photos, that will also be part of 
this QRPp. 


If you've ever wanted to build a QRP transceiver from scratch, this is 
the one to build. Myself, Jim Kortge, Preston Douglas and Doug 
Hendricks have put countless hours in preparing the 2N2 construction 
special to make it a self-guided course and assembly manual, even for 
those with little building experience. We think it will be a classic 
for QRP homebrewers (even if you decide to build your own circuits). 
Doug has just completed proofing and editing the issue, the final 
camera work on the photos and illustrations are about done, and 
hopefully it will go to press starting next week. This issue will be 
mailed to those with active subscriptions as of February 20th, the 
cut-off date for printing out the address labels. And like the Elmer 
101 special issue, this 2N2 construction special will also be part of 
the QRPp bound volumes for 1998, and made available at a later time as 
a separate book. Doug is working on the Spring 99 issue now, and that 
should be published on time to get things back on track (mid-April or so). 


And by the way, the 2N2/40 will be one of the categories for the 

PacifiCon building contest, based on building it per the article, or 
adding your own flavor. Of course, I'm sure there will be categories 
for NC-20's, K2's, SW pluses, FB-40's ... gee, are we having fun yet?

Interesting, but if correct, it means things have changed significantly in 
the last few years. 


1) KING HUSSEIN had calls issued for Queen Noor and others in the ROYAL 
FAMILY to reflect their identities.... 

Queen Noor, when I lived in Amman, was named Noor al-Hussein and her radio 
call was JY1NH (NH were her initials)... That was still her call according 
to the latest callbook I have (5-years-old). 


2) King Hussein's brothers were JY2MT (for his initials: Mohammed bin 
Talal), and JY2HT (Hassan bin Talal). 

Both were princes -- though not very active hams. His uncle, whom I saw in 
the television coverage of the funeral today, Prince Raad bin Zeid is JY2RZ 
and the chairman of the Royal Jordanian Radio Amateur Society. 


3) When JYL's youngest daughter was born in 1985-or-86 (I forget which), 
she was granted the call JY2RBH according to the custodian of calls at the 
Royal Jordanian Amateur Radio Society (her name was Raya Bint 
Hussein--which meant Raya, daughter of Hussein)..... she was 2-or-3 days old 
when she got her call -- I don't think CW was an issue. 


4) When I lived there, 
JY1 prefix was reserved for King and Queen 
JY2 was for the other members of royal family 
JY3 was for long-standing amateurs, loyal friends from the military, etc 
JY4 was for almost-as-long-standing amateurs 
JY5 was for Jordanian newcomers 
JY6 club stations 
JY7 special calls 
JY8 short-term visitors (non Jordanians) 
JY9 non-Jordanians who were permanent residents 


5) Also when I lived there, call suffixes were unique -- on His Majesty 
King Hussein's 50th birthday, for example, all hams used the prefix JY50 
with their own suffix. Unique suffixes were a problem for my QSL manager 
who came to visit: WA6POZ wanted to get his own initials for his call -- 
JY8GG. But there already was a JY5GG, so he had to settle for JY8GO. 


Things do change -- but that was the way it used to be in the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan (from where I worked 80 countries running 5w on 20m 
during the summer of 1985 from a wire antenna on my 6th floor hotel room 


balcony!).

Radio amateurs around the world joined in mourning the death over 

the weekend of Jordan's King Hussein, JY1. Hussein, 63, died Sunday 
morning. The Middle East's longest-reigning ruler, he'd been 
Jordan's king for 47 years, taking the throne when he was just a 
teenager. His son, Abdullah, 37, succeeds him. 

Hussein had earned a reputation as a catalyst for peace and as a 
conciliator in the Middle East. President Clinton is among the 

heads of state from around the globe gathered in Jordan today for 
King Hussein's funeral. 

Hussein was a life member of the ARRL. ARRL Executive Vice 

President David Sumner, K1ZZ, called him ''an enthusiastic radio 
amateur whose support was invaluable to us in obtaining new amateur 
bands at the 1979 World Administrative Radio Conference.'' Sumner 
recalled that in May 1979, International Amateur Radio Union 
President Noel Eaton, VE3CJ, was invited to Amman to meet with 
KingHussein. 

'' Jordan's support of the Amateur Service was much in evidence at the 
conference that fall, and was a crucial element in our success,'' 
Sumner said. The WARC-79 resulted in Amateur Radio's gaining the 

30, 17, and 12-meter bands. That same year, JY1 was featured in the 
film, ''The World of Amateur Radio.'' Hussein regarded his 1983 
contact with Owen Garriott, W5LFL, on board the Space Shuttle 
Columbia, as a high point in his Amateur Radio activity. 

King Hussein also participated in the historic 1995 joint 
Israel-Jordan JY74X operation on Mt Nebo, where hams from both 
countries participated in a Field Day-like operation. The King put 
in appearances both on the air and in person, much to the delight of 
the participants and those waiting to work him and JY74Xx. 

Hussein's friend Bruce ''Blackie'' Blackburn, W4TA/JY9BB, of St 


Petersburg, Florida, called him '‘'one of the world's most respected 
amateurs'' and recounted many stories about King Hussein as a person 
and an avid Amateur Radio operator. ‘''He was a wonderful guy, 


interested in everything and everyone, he said. 

Blackburn said King Hussein ''promoted Amateur Radio to the hilt in 

Jordan'' and saw to it that Amateur Radio classes were instituted in 
elementary schools. King Hussein also dropped in on meetings of the 
Royal Jordan Radio Amateur Society in Amman. King Hussein also was 

involved with the early satellite experiments. 

Hussein had been active in recent months from the US while seeking 


cancer treatment at Minnesota's Mayo Clinic. A QSO with JY1 was 
considered by many hams to be both an honor and a privilege. His 
elegant QSL card was prized. AMSAT Area Coordinator Bruce Paige, 
KK5D0, in Houston, worked JY1 while the king was in the US last 


summer. ''That was a very exciting moment for me,'' he said. 
Pat Kilroy, WD8LAQ, says he enjoyed a three-minute contact on 20 
meters with King Hussein in the fall of 1995. ‘''JY1 was traveling 


aeronautical mobile, enroute to the United Nations. He insisted on 
me addressing him simply as ‘Hussein','' he said. '‘''In one of the 
oldest traditions in Amateur Radio, Hussein upheld that this kinship 
transverses not only age and nationality, but also between citizen 
and head of state.

I haven't built my NC20 yet, but I have a couple of comments: One 
concerning the transmitter "chirp" noticed by Chuck Adams when operating 
from a poorly regulated power supply and caution concerning the LM380 audio 
amp. 


1. Possible Chirp Cause 


After reading Chuck's posts concerning the slight chirp that he noted when 
running his NC20 from a small gell-cell or a PS-9 power supply (not 
particularly well regulated), I decided to look at the NC20 schematic to 
see if I could determine what might be the cause. The most likely cause, in 
my opinion, is a drop in the reference voltage at pin 3 of U1 caused by a 
drop in the output of U2 (78L08 voltage regulator) when the 12V supply 
voltage "sags" under transmit load. 


The voltage sensitivity of the VFO can be estimated as follows: According 


to the manual, the RIT control should produce a +/- shift of about 0.1V 
(100mV) at the output (pin 6) of U1 when using the 100K feedback resistor 
(for a 1T pot). The manual also states that this should produce a frequency 
shift of about +/- 1.5 kHz (or 1500 Hz). Thus a 10mV change at the output 
of U1 would produce a frequency shift of about 150 Hz -- enough to produce 
a very noticeable chirp. Since the chirp in Chuck's rig is barely 
noticeable, lets assume that the frequency shift is between 50 and 100 Hz. 
A shift on the order of 5mV at the output of U1 would be enough to produce 
such a frequency shift. 


Ignoring the influence of VR1 for the moment, note that one-half of any 
voltage change in the output of U2 will appear at the output of U1 when the 
100K feedback resistor is used; if the 220K resistor is used (for a 10T 
pot), the entire change will appear at the output of U1. Since the 8V 
output of U2 is also across VR1 which feeds the inverting input of U1, we 
should get no change in the output of U1 for changes in the output of U2 
when VR1 is near the center of its range. However, when VR1 is away from 
its center position, a change in the output of U2 will cause a voltage 
change at the output of U1. 


Looking at the 78L08 input regulation specs, I estimate that a 0.5 - 1.0V 
change in input voltage (centered around 12.5V) could produce a change on 
the order of 5mV in the output. 


OK, this all looks good on paper, but what sort of change in the output of 
a 78L08 as a function of input voltage really occurs? To find out, I 
decided to make some measurements. I couldn't find a 78L08 in my parts 
stash but I have several 78L09's. I selected a 78L09 at random, hooked it 
up to my variable power supply and applied a 470 resistor across its output 
(about a 20mA load). Monitoring the input and output voltages, I found that 
a 1.5V change in the input (centered around 13.5V) produced a change in the 
output of about 10mV. This agrees with my above estimate. 


Thus if Chuck's power supply voltage "sags" by about 0.5 or so and VR1 (the 
frequency control) is away from its center position (which it probably is 
for operation at 14.060 MHz), then that could account for the slight chirp. 


Chuck: If you want to perform a little experiment, connect a frequency 
counter (with a resolution of 10Hz or better) to the VFO output and look 
for a frequency shift when the transmitter is keyed (when you are using 
your small gell-cell). Check the frequency shift as a function of output 
frequency -- if my diagnosis is correct, the shift should go to zero as VR1 
approaches its center position and then reverse direction. 


So, what are the alternatives? Several come to mind: 


a) Live with the chirp (it give the rig a distinct sound... :-). 
b) Use a well regulated power source. 


c) Build a regulating DC-DC converter to get rid of sagging battery voltage 
(an article in the April issue of the ARCI QRP Quarterly will tell you how 
to do this.) 

d) "Double regulate" the reference voltage applied to the pin 3 of U1 and 
the frequency control pot (VR1). 


Option d) would be my choice. I will probably install a 78L06 (or maybe a 
78L05) between the output of U2 and the junction of R1 and R3. (I'll 
probably have to mount it on the bottom of the board.) The value of R3 will 
have to be reduced to maintain 4V at pin 3 of U1. R1 will also have to be 
reduced (or R100 increased). I leave it as a exercise for the reader to 
determine the proper resistor sizes... :-) 


2. LM380 Caution 


At full output power, an LM380 audio amp will dissipate on the order of 5 - 
7W. Pins 3,4,5 and 10,11,12 are connected to the IC's substrate and are 
intended to direct heat to the PC board and/or an external heat sink. The 
design of the NC20 PC board does not specifically provide a heat sink for 
the LM380. However, this should not be a problem since the LM380 will not 
be operating anywhere near its rated 2.5W output in the NC20 -- unless the 
circuit is modified by reducing the size of R56 and R57. Some builders 
might be tempted to do this to get higher output from a speaker (enough to 
annoy their neighbors and/or teenage children...). If you do modify the 
circuit for higher output, monitor the LM380 for possible overheating -- 
especially if you mount it in a socket.

Well I decided to do a home entry this year, so I was located 
out on my patio. Lowest temp was 39F right at setup time. It 
got up to 66 at the middle of the day. I operated most of 
the 12 hours, with breaks for breakfast etc. 


I used my 3 el tribander at 37 £t., and my Butternut HF-2 
vertical on 40M. I ran 5W with my QRP+. 


I noticed that several CO stations were extremely strong, 
probably sporadic E propagation.

I posted a long response to the Renewal Battery issues 
earlier, but I'm having email problems at home, and the 


message is caught somewhere the equivilent to when 
your kid comes to you and says "Dad, did you know it's 
almost impossible to flush a grapefruit down the toilet?" 


So, here's a real quick blurb on what I remember about 
Renewal cells from when I investigated them when they 
first appears a number of years ago. There used to be 

an engineering application sheet available that described 
all this, but I don't know if it still is. 


First off, they are pretty much alkaline cells, but they are 
‘enhanced' in that they can handle the pressures generated 
by charging. 


Second, use is destructive to them, and not in a linear 
relationship. For example, discharging a cell 25%, charging, 
then discharging 25% degrades the cell a certain ammount. 
Discharging a cell 50% and then charging it degrades it 

MUCH more. From this is implied NOT to ever discharge 

to zero! 


Finally, charging is CRITICAL to cell survival. Overcharging 
is QUICKLY FATAL to the cell. The chargers if I remember 

work by using the 60HZ AC, and on each wave ‘test' the cell 
voltage, then on the reverse they issue a charge pulse if the 
cell is below a certain threshold. If you put a cell into a charger, 
it may get 100% of available pulses until it is mostly charged, 
then 99%, then 98%, and so on. Finally it will be getting 1%, 
then less, maybe 1 pulse per minute, then one per hour, 

then one per day kind of thing. With that in mind, you can 
leave Renewal cells in the charger indefinately with little 
risk of damage. 


But this means you ABSOLUTELY cannot use normal 
charging methods on the cells. And you ABSOLUTELY 
cannot charge cells in series. 


Would I use Renewal cells? You bet! They are great in 
applications like emergency flashlights in the car. That 
little MagLite AA that you leave in the glove compartment. 
Renewal cells do NOT self-discharge like NiCads. So 

the flashlight will almost certainly be available whenever 
you need it. And if you use it for a few minutes, pop the 
cells in the charger and you're back to full. 


In an HT, I leave a pack with Renewals to use as emergency 
backup. But NOT for 'normal' use where you drain the pack 
significantly before recharge. They would also be quite 


appropriate for that emergency Cell phone battery pack, as 
long as you didn't take your backup pack to zero when you 
used it. 


CD WalkMan type units? No way, as there my kids run 
them dead! Same with GameBoys and other toys. 


Calculators? Well, most users run them 'slightly' per day. 
In that environment, use and topping them off is an 
excellent application, if you remember to top them off 
regularly. 


Will they replace NiCads? No, but they make a good 
compliment.

"However, the assembly of the HW-9 kits was postponed by my sponsorship 
work with two grandsons participating in the Albany, NY capitol district 
Empire State Youth Orchestra. Construction was further delayed by family 
health problems. Thus, the kits are packed in their shipping boxes from 
Heathkit. 


"IT am writing to ask if you know of anyone who builds kits for hire? 


"Since this would be the initial assembly of these kits, I would like the 
modifications (some are corrections of factory design problems) to be 
incorporated as described in your Idea Exchange section of the April 1998 
QRP Quarterly. [This probably refers to the long, detailed HW9 piece by 
Gary Surrency that first appeared on qrp-1l.]"

Bruce and the list. The NW8020 rig was first kitted by Dan's Small parts. 
Dan hired Roy Gregson to design a transceiver that he could sell. Their 
agreement was that Roy would design the rig, Dan would supply the parts for 
R&D, and that Roy would supply Dan with boards to sell in his kits. The 
original article appeared in QRPp, as Dan asked me to publish it to announce 
the rig to the world. Later, Dan suspended business operations for awhile. 
There was an article (I think the title was "The Rig that never had a 
chance" or something like that) in the now defunct Hambrew magazine that 
lamented the fact that this was a neat kit, but that it was no longer 
available due to Dan's suspension of operations at that time. (Note: Dan's 
Small Parts is still very much in business.) Roy Gregson contacted me and 
asked what my opinion was of his redesigning the rig, adding a couple of 
mods and improvements and starting his own company. I encouraged him to do 
so, even gave him the names of several contacts in the bay area for parts, 
and made phone calls vouching for him to some of the suppliers. Thus, 
Emtech was born. Roy worked very hard at his business, even though he was 
not in the greatest of health. He repaid my favors to him many times over 
to qrpers everywhere. So, the history of the NW8020 was that it was first 
kitted and still is by Dan's Small Parts. The Emtech version of the NW8020 
is an improved design, and maybe should have been called the NW8020A. I 
posted this for information and to set the record straight. Both versions of 
the kit are still available to my knowledge.

I have been brooding about the statements made recently that chirp 

on a cw waveform would be just barely noticeable at 100 or so Hz shift. 
That seemed wrong to me, so I dug deep into the past and came up with 
the following ad hoc analysis. 


Middle C is 256 Hz. High C is 512 Hz. There are twelve intervals 

on the western music scale between those notes (counting from 1 at 
middle C you will count 13 upon hitting high C, going up the scale). 

The notes themselves are in a more or less geometric progression. Taking 
the geometric mean, then of the two frequencies I come up with 362 Hz as 
the average frequency. Dividing this by 12 intervals gives appx 30 Hz 
per tone interval. So... any person who is not completely tone deaf 
should be easily able to detect a shift of 30 Hz. Sure, a 30 Hz shift 
isn't a major chirp if it occurs in a cw signal, but it IS a chirp. 

A target to really be T9X ought to be a shift no more than 10 Hz, which 
should only be detectable by those with that rare musically gifted ear. 


A footnote here: almost all ‘big rigs' have some degree of minor chirp. 
Even the magnificant FT1000D has one (worse, by the way, than most). 


AB7MYs rig in FYBO was magnificent! Bravo! Bravo! (A NC20) 
AC6KWs rig in FYBO was almost magnificent! (a K2) 


AB7TTs rig in FYBO had some local color to the note (a SST with weak 
batteries! !) 


I am REALLY picky...Mr Mirick would realy come down on us in the 
2nd trumpet section if we let a note go flat...even a little bit!
